Overplaying the Hand 


It has been galling lo have to sit 


back and watch Germany insinuate it- 
self into American countries by means 
which the United States dislikes to 
adopt and for which it has small 
talent. 


But there is good hope today that 


the Germans have badly overplayed 
their hand. The very arrogance and 
effrontery which served them so well 
up to a point is now beginning to 
trip them up. 


Bolivia slood for a lot. But when 


letters were found from their own 
military attache in Berlin to Ihe Ger- 
man ambassador at La Paz detail- 
ing plans for a military coup, the Bol- 
ivians called a halt, and called it in 
words of one syllable. 


Next piece of Nazi effrontery was 


a circular letter to all Latin American 
governments demanding that they pro- 
test against the action of the United 
States in stopping shipment of Amer- 
ican goods to Nazi agents in Latin 
countries. Such cool crust has seldom 
been seen in diplomatic circles—at 
leasl not since Berlin was promis- 
ing Mexico most of the American 
southwest in return for support in 
the World War. 


But the Mexicans, who are a proud 


people, know how lo answer a re- 
quest that Berlin dictate its foreign 
policy. With the smooth and delightful

Mexican diplomatic correspondence in 
:ate years, Mexico replied to the Ger- 
nans that she alone "is competent, 
in absolute fashion, to note on what 
iccasions the liberty of commerce and

RAF Retaliates 
for First Mass

LONDON —(/P)— One year from the 


night of the Luftwaffe's first mass 
attack on London hundreds of planes 
of 
the American-strengthened

roared in the moonlight over Europe 
and bombed Berlin from midnight to 
dawn. 


It was the heaviest raid over made 


on the Reich capital, the air ministry 
announced. 


On the night of September 7-8 Ger- 


man planes pounded London for 8

planes according to British accounts, 
executing what the air ministry call- 
ed Ihe first big aerial assault on 
the British capital. 


Berlin Admits Raid 
(Signs of the intensity of the raid 


came from Berlin itself in acknow- 
ledging 27 fatalilies and damage to 
apartment houses and accounts in the 
press of the effect on the population 
ranged from discipline to fear shown 
by women. On paper called the at- 
tack "especially lowdown and con- 
lemplablc.") 


The Berlin attackers were but part 


of hundreds of planes striking, reg- 
ularly at Germany.

gan but no figures were issued. 


Besides the attack on Berlin—the 


fourth by either British or Russian 
planes in litlle more than a week— 
Ihe offensive was aimed at Bergso 
Island off Norway, the German nava 
base at Kiel, a Rhincland industrial 
town and French town of Bologne.

All the imports from Central and 


South America will be made avail- 
able to the fullest extent shipping 
space permits, as part of the hemi- 
sphere defense plan.
